AMERICAN POLICY IN CHINA. 
Wote of Secretary Hay to the Powers 
Issued Officially Leaves No Doubt 

as to Intentions. 


Washington, D. C., July 10,—[{Special.}— 
Secretary Hay today made public the note 
-of this government 42 to the powers, 
in which the policy of this government in 
China is defined. This information has 
been discounted to a considerable extent, 
and while the administration did not formal- 
ly agree upon it until June 30, it was drafted 
some days previous to that time, and was 
fully outlined in Tun Trisune on June 28. 
It is made clear that the United States 
does not propose to grab any Chinese terri- 
tory and will see to it that none of the Eu- 
ropean nations nor Japan dismembers the 
empire. It is determined that the integrity 
of China shall be preserved, that all Ameri- 
can rights shall be protected, and no matter 
what is the outcome of the present crisis 
all nations must be on an equal footing. 
China will be made a safe place for Euro- 
peans and Americans, but just how long it 
will take to bring this about and what 
means will be employed is a matter to be. 
determined in the future. 
This note, of course, is more or less dis- 
tasteful to some of the powers, which had 
hoped to possess themselves of large glices 
of territory. It will be seen by the wording 
of the note that answers from the powers 
were not required, but it is understood 
nearly all the governments Involved have 
acquiesced in the position of the United 
States, some of them with reluctance. 
Therefore, when the time arrives to settle 
the account with China trade concessions 
ind money indemnity will be demanded and 
ese will.be;so heavy that China will be 
staggered by their immensity. 7 
| Text of Circular Note. 
The circular which was sent out to our 
foreign representatives is as follows: 
Department of State, Washington, D. C., 
July 3, 1900. | 
% In this critical posture of affairs in China 
it is deemed appropriate to define the atti- 
tude of the United States as far as present 
circumstances permit this to be done. We 
adhere to the policy initiated by us in 1857, of 
peace with the Chinese nation, of further- 
ance of lawful commerce, and of protection 
of lives and property of our citizens by all 
means guaranteed under extra territorial 
treaty rights and by the law of nations, If 
wrong be done to our citizens, we propose to 
hold the responsible authors to the uttermost 
accountability. 
» We regard the condition at Pekin as one 
of virtual anarchy, whereby power and re- 
reponsibility is practically devolved upon the 
local provincial authorities. So long as they 
are not in overt collusion with rebellion an 
use thelr power to protect foreign life an 
roperty, we regard them as representing 
e Chinese le, with whom we seek to 
remain in peac¢ and friendship. 
The purpose of the President 1s, as it has 
been heretofore, to act concurrently with the 
other powers, first, in opening up communi- 
cation with Pekin, and rescuing the Ameri- 
ean officials, missionaries, and other Ameri- 
cans who are in danger; secondly, in afford- 
ing all possible protection everywhere in 
China to American life and property; thirdly, 
in guarding and protecting all legitimate 
American interests; and, fourthly, in aiding 
to prevent a spread of the disorders to the 
other provinces of the empire and a recur- 
rence of such disasters. 6 
It is, of course, too early to forecast the 
means of attaining this last result, but the 
licy of the government of the United 
seers is to seek a solution which may bring 
about permanent safety and peace to China,

Collector Jackson of San 
Francisco Makes Blunder 
Regarding China.

Refuses to Admit Chinamen, Tell- 
ing Them War Exists and 
Treaties Are Void. 


| pROTEST TO WASHINGTON. 


W D. C., July 10.— [Special. 
War against China was officially declared 
today by Collector of Customs Jackson at San 
Francisco. This extraordinary action caused 
consternation in administration circles, as it 
is diametrically opposed to the policy of the 
United States, which has taken icular 
pains to notify the powers that this gov- 
ernment is at peace with China and has sent 
troops to the Celestial empire for the sole 
purpose of protecting American life and 
property. 

The patriotic action of Collector Jackson 
took place in this manner: Several Chinese 
applied for admission to this country, and 
Collector Jackson refused peremptorily to 
even allow the Chinese to be examined as to 
their right to enter the country, declaring 
that owing to the conditions exjsting in 
Pekin that China and the United States were 
at war and that all treaties were null and 


void. 
Make Protest to Minister Wu. 

The Chinese were allowed to communicate. 
with the Chinese Consul General, Ho Yow, 
however, to whom they told their tale of woe 
and protested against being debarred. The 
Consul General took issue with the Collector 
and promptly communicated the facts in re- 
gard to the action of the Collector to Mr. Wu. 
the Chinese Minister at Washington. 

Mr. Wu hurried to the State department, 
saw Secretary Hay and told him of the ad- 
vanced position of Collector Jackson, insist- 
ed that his government was not responsible 


and that Mr. Jackson's action was unwar- 
ranted, 

Assurances were given the representative 
of the Empress Dowager that the act of Col- 
lector Jackson was not im accord with the 
policy of the government. 

Secretary Gage was notified of what had 
transpired and asked what was the meaning 
of the attitude of the Collector at the Golden 
Gate. It was evident Mr. Jackson had acted 
on his own responsibility and without the 
formality of consulting his superiors and 
usurped the powers of Congress and declared 


war. 
Collector Jackson Rebuked. 

A strong message was sent by Secretary 
Gage, in which he reminded the belligerent 
Mr. Jackson that his action was unlawful, 
and that Congress alone possessed the power 
to declare war. He was also directed to ad- 
mit the Chinese, and examine them, so as 
to determine whether they came to this 
country in pursuance of law. Mr. Jackson 
has, no doubt, obeyed these instructions, as 
no protest against carrying out his orders 
has been received. 

John P. Jackson is the full name of the 
man who has anticipated the action of Con- 
gress, He was born in Ohio, and is an Amer- 
ican of the most pronounced type. His 
resignation has not been demanded, and, 


} while he has displeased the officials here, 


the prompt reversal of his policy of war on 
the Chinese will probably end the incident, 
and he will undoubtedly be permitted to re- 
tain his position, much to the gratification 
of the people of the coast, who would like to 
have all Chinese barred out. 
Jackson Makes Explanation. 
Collector Jackson explains that the report 
probably grew out of a remark he made to 
the effect that if it should prove true that 
the Chinese had killed a couple of thousand 
Americans in China, no more Chinese would 
be permitted to enter this country, and he 
should have no more cases to examine of 
Chinese applying for admission. He says 
it is probable his words about the Chinese 
were reported to the Chinese Consul, wh 
warned Minister Wu. } 


Draw on Philippine Force. 


Before the end of this week more American 
troops will leave the Philippines for the 
purpose of relieving the be#ieged foreigners 
in Pekin if they are still alive. They will be 
made up of two battalions of the Fourteenth 
Infantry, 900 men, Colonel A. 8. Daggett 
commanding, and one battery of the Fifth 
Artillery, 138 men and six guns, Captain H. 
J. Reilly commanding. They will leave Ma- 
nila on Friday for Taku to reinforce the 
American forces now operating with the in- 
ternational army. 

These troops were ordered by General Mc- 
Arthur under instructions from the Secre- 
tary of War. It was contemplated at the 
War department that one battery of the 
Fourth Artillery would be included in these 
orders, but General MacArthur said that 
organization was in Samar and not available. 

The dispatching of reinforcements from 
the Philippines is in pusuance of a deter- 
mination reached by, the administration to 
engage more actively and more extensively 
m the military operations in China. The 
war officials opposed vigorously drawing on 
the Philippines for soldiers for Chinese serv- 
ice, but the majority of the Cabinet favored 
moving at once and argued that if the rescue 
of imperilied Americans was aimed at sol- 
diers must be sent from the nearest point. 

General MacArthur strenuously objected 
to having any of his troops withdrawn, for 
the obvious reason that he needs the entire 
strength at his command to control, the sit- 
uation in the Philippine Archipelago. 

The President agreed with the majority 
of his Cabinet, and such instructions were 
sent to General MacArthur that, while not 
imperative, orders to send soldiers to China 
were of a character that contemplated the 
action he has taken. General MacArthur 
emphasized, however, that he cam spare no 
more troops at this time. 


Preparing for Extensive Work, 
It was disclosed by General MacArthur's 


telegram that arrangements are being made 
for extensive military operations by United

EXCITES JOLIET. 


Poles Shocked by Accusation 
Against Frank Shreffler 
bol Burning Wife. 


HEARING COMES TODAY. 


Defendant Calls It Conspiracy of 
: Her Relatives and Priest 
| Supports Him. 


‘CONFLICT or TESTIMONY. 


The Polish people of Joliet are stirred by a 
charge of wife murder by horrible torture 
against their most prominent leader, The 
accused man asserts, however, that he is 
the victim of aconspiracy. Frank Shreffler, 
for years one of the leading Polish residents, 
is in jail, charged with causing his wife's 
death by saturating her clothes with gaso- 
line and setting them on fire. The charge 
is made by Edith Zentarskl. a sister-in-law 
of the dead woman. She says that the 
woman, knowing death was near, declared 
the injuries were caused willfully by her 
husband. | 

Shreffier that the relatives of his 
dead wife have formed a conspiracy to send 
him to the gallows in order to‘secure his 
property, valued at over $12,000. In sub- 
stantiation of the claims of the accused the 
Rev. Father Pawlowski of the Holy Cross 
Church states that, while he was visiting the 
dying woman in his capacity of spiritual 
adviser, she made no charge against her 
husband. She told him her injuries were re- 
ceived while rescuing her children from the 
flames caused by a gasoline stove explosion. 


Priest’s Word Against a Relative’s. 


Upon the relative weight as evidence that 
is given to these two purported dying state- 
ments, which will be repeated at the pre- 
liminary hearing of the accused this morn- 
ing, depends to a large extent the result. 
One or the other statement must be disre- 
garded by the magistrate when- the case is 
heard. The sentiment of the Polish resi- 
dents is largely with the accused. 

Mrs. Shreffier was burned by a gasoline 
explosion. According to the statement of 
her husband he took home some of the altar 
linen from the Holy Cross Church, it being 
ithe Shrefflers’ turn, according to the church 
custom, to wash and fronit. His wife took 
the linen and going into the kitchen lighted 
‘the gasoline stove. A few minutes later he 
was aroused by the screams of his wife. 
Rushing to the kitchen he found her clothes 
in flames. She had their baby in her arms 
and an 8-year-old daughter was elinging to 
her dress. He pushed his wife from the

DEATH OF GABRIEL RUBEL. 


Pioneer Stockman of Chicago Succumbs 
to Old Age—Burial at Rose- 
hill Tomorrow. 


Gabriel Rubel, who was a live stock dealer 
in Chicago fifty-one years ago, died at 6:30 
o'clock last evening. He was 84 years of 
age, and had been a retired capitalist since 
1884. Death came to him at the residence 
of his daughter, Mrs, Samuel S. Bruker, 4818 
Langley avenue, where he made his home. 
His health had not been bad, and during the 
day he seemed as well as usual, but shortly 
after 6 o'clock he was seized with a hemorr- 
hage of the lungs and soon succumbed. 

Mr. Rubel was born in Kaiser-Lautern, on 
the Rhine.

William A. Paulsen, former President of 
the failed Central Trust and Savings Bank, 
admitted on cross-examination yesterday 
juggling the accounts and cash to pass the 
examination by the Bank Auditor. Paulsen 
is on trial in Judge Brentano’s court charged 
with reeeiving a deposit of $209 after his 
bank had become insolvent. 

An extract from the minutes of the bank 
directors’ meeting held Dec. 17, 18956, showed 
that Paulsen deposited to the credit of W. A. 
Paulsen, special, a draft on a London, Eng- 
land, bank to the amount of $38,000, which 
he carried on his bank books as cash until 
Jan. 31, 1896, when it was entered on the 
books as returned unpaid. Paulsen admitted 
that the draft was never really deposited nor 
sent to London.

by False Pretenses— His Attorney 
Promises a Sensational Exposure. 


Patrolman Patrick W. Horan of the Lawn- 
dale Avenue Station was arrested yesterday 
on the charge of obtaining money and credit 
under false pretenses from David Weber, 92 
La Salle street, and on preliminary exam- 
ina before Justice Wood was sent to the 
County Jail in default of a $500 bond to await 
the action of the July grand jury. Hisattor- 
ney, Robert E. Cantwell, says his trial will 
result in a sensational exposé of the manner 
in which policemen are robbed by “ loan 
sharks,“ and declares that there will be an 
investigation which will involve every 
branch of city official life. 

Attorney Cantwell was long in secret con- 
sultation with State’s Attorney Deneen, and 
laid before him evidence in connection with 
alleged “loan shark rings.“ Furthermore. 
he has filed a petition citing Morris Panush 
and Solomon Lewinsohn to appear before 
Judge Kohlsaat this morning to show why 
they should not be fined for contempt of 
court for alleged disobedience of a restrain- 
ing order to the effect that action can be 
taken in such matters only in cases of bank- 
ruptcy. Lewinsohn and Panush are copart- 
ners in the Municipal Banking association, 
and it is asserted in the petition that they, 
with David Weber, are connected with the 
Chicago Credit company. 

Attorney Cantwell also asked the State’s 
Attorney for advice as to seeking an indict- 
ment against Justice Wood on a charge of 
malfeasance in office in connection with the 
case against Horan. Cantwell charges that 
the office of the Assistant Chief of Police is 
a collection agency for “ loan sharks,” and 
that the Trial board is but the tool of the al- 
leged ring. 

The charge against Horan is that in bor- 
rowing $30 on May 25 he signed a paper to 
the effect that he owed no man, and on June 
2 filed a petition in bankruptcy. 

Soon after he was sent to the County Jail 
Horan was released on his own recognizance, 
after his attorney had conferred with the 
State’s Attorney.

DICK O'BRIEN SURPRISES CROWD 
AT TATTERSALL’S. 


Chicago’s Undefeated Middleweight 
Barely Manages to Win the Decision 
from the HBasterner—Is Kuocked 
Down Three Times by the Visitor in 

‘the Second Round—Root’'s Superior 
Physical Condition Appears te 
Save Him.

Jack Root, the middleweight champion of 
the West, just managed to pull his fight with 
Dick O’Brien out of the fire at Tattersall’s 
last night. And he burned his hand a little in 
doing so. The fight wasa fight from start to 
finish and from a spectacular point of view 
was the best and hottest that ever took place 
in these parts between men in their class. 
The crowd was not up to expectations, but 
those that were on hand were given food for 
gossip for some time to come. The first ar- 
gument arose anent the corners. Root oc- 
cupied the southeast corner and O’Brien the 
northwest. Dick „earned for Jack's seat, 
but the latter would-not give it up, so a toss 
of a coin was necessary and Dick won. A 
glimpse of the men when they came to the 
center of the ring to receive their instruc- 
tions showed Root to be in the better condi- 
tion. He appeared finely trained and, fur- 
themore, had the advantage in both height 
and reach. O’Brien is built on short, stocky 
lines, and looked as though he was carrying 
too much weight. If he had he certainly car- 
ried it well. Judging from the build and con- 


dition of the men it appeared as though a 


round or two would see his finish. O’Brien’s 


target space was enormous. Wide of girth 


and broad face gave Root all the hitting mar- 
gin a fighter could ask for. At that he 
missed many blows. His aim at times was 
bad.

Suddenly and without a 
warning to the crowd—and, I may also add, 
to Jack—O’ Brien shot out his right and con- 
nected it with Root’s jaw. Down went the 
latter in a heap. He was dazed. He looked 
queer. I thought it was all over. There he 
was on the floor, with a glassy look in his 
eyes. The house was in a tumult. Every- 
body was shouting. But Jack was deat to 
everything, even deaf to my count. 
noise subsided somewhat when I had count- 
ed eight, and when I said “ Nine” Jack 
arose, leg weary. He lunged into clinch, 
but was caught with a slight tap on the 
breakaway, and down he went again. He 
‘was easily toppled over. Any kind of a 
punch wauld have upset him, so it was 
easy for Dick to floor him. 

This time he had his mind with him, al- 
though awfully tired. He rested on one 
knee and listened attentively while I tolled 
off the seconds. At eight he arose, but a 


light blow sent him down again. As upon 


the second time down he waited patiently 
for the count. It really looked bad for him. 
He was nonplused. There was Dick be- 
fore him, waiting to knock his championship 
aspirations into a cocked hat and the spec- 
tators yelling like mad. He came up a dit 
better than before. Still he appeared un- 
easy. Another clinch, a 7 on one knee, 
and then came the gong like a guardian 
angel. 

| Root Recovers Quickly. ; 

Root came up quite refreshed for the third 
round and continued the same tactics as 
before. It was straight left leads, with an 
occasional right cross. He kept at his man 
continually, but Dick was always there 
ready for a mixup. These came often and 
it was then he did his best work. Continued 
jabbing soon wogried him, and Root sailed 
in for keeps and with left and right dropped 
him just as the bell tapped. This undoubt- 
edly saved him. He arose groggy and stag- 
gered toward the south side of the ring. 
The crowd went wild again. 

In the fourth round Jack went in to do 
or die, but Dick was too tough. He ac- 
cepted all Root sent his way gracefully 
and did not forget to send in some hot shot 
himself, mostly at close range though. To- 
ward the end of the round Root corralled 
him near the ropes on the south side of the 
ring and planted a couple of stiff ones in 
his stomach. O'Brien was holding at the 
time, which saved him from a clean knock- 
down. As it was he slipped down and 
through the ropes and just managed to get 
up in time. 

The next two rounds were a repetition 
of the first four, barring the knockdown. 
Jack forced the fighting the major portion 
of the time and clearly outpointed him, al- 
though he was compelled to work hard to 
accomplish it. My decision In favor of Root 
did not meet with the approval of every- 
body. Some thought O’Brien was entitled 
to a draw, figuring of course on the knock- 
downs in the second round. He had all the 
better of that round, but Root certainly had 
a good margin on points in the other rounds, 
and, as limited round contests are decided 
on points when there is no knockout, I de- 
clared him the winner.

He intends to 
open bids for all this work on one day. 

The circulars to prospective bidders are 
being prepared by the Bureau of Construc- 
tion, where the plans will be accessible in 
the course of the next month. Bidders 
will be permitted to furnish their own plans, 
with proposals, for the construction of the 
ships according to their own designs. It 
probably will take four or five weeks to 
examine the bidders’ designs and to deter- 
mine whether those propositions will fur- 
nish better ships than the departmental 
plans. Not more than two of the vessels 
may be built at one yard, or by one con- 
‘tracting party, and two of the ships at least 
will be built by Pacific coast firms, provided 
the cost of construction does not nee — 
per centum above the lowest accepted b 
for the other vessels. 

There are now seventy-one vessels either 
under construction or being designed by 
Chief Constructor Hichborn. These in- 
clude the types of battleships, protected

Springfield, III., July 10.—[Special.}—The 
pugnacity of a half crazed soldier, fighting 
and vituperating at the men who bore him 
on a stretcher, gave to the First Brigade’s 
camp at sundown this evening an aspect of 
war more real than pretended.

Glad to Get Out of the Country, Where 
They Say There In Neither Law, 
order, Nor Safety for Property 
‘Killings of Daily Occurrence and 

‘Robberies Frequent — Government 
to Be Turned Over to United States 
Commissioner—Two Die in Duel. 


Sau Francisco, Cal., July 10.—[Special.}— 
The steamer St. Paul arrived today direct 
from Nome with forty passengers and a 
million and a half dollars of treasure, most 
of it from Dawson. Only $125,000 came from 
Nome, as the greater part of the passengers 
had poor luck and were glad to get out of 
the country. Ben Langford and his partner 
from Rampert City brought down $150,000 
as the result of one year’s clean up. The 
St. Paul left Nome on June 27. 

All the passengers and officers unite in de- 
scribing the new Arctic Eldorado as a hell 
on earth. There is no law or order and no 
safety for property. Killings are of daily 
occurrence and robberies are frequent. The 
day before the steamer sailed the Nome 
Chamber of Commerce met and decided to 
turn over the government of the city to 
United States Commissioner Rawson, who, 
with some soldiers under him, is expected to 
enforce law and order. 

Deadly affrays are constantly occurring 
over town lots and buildings. Joe Lyne, 
watchman for the AlaskasCommercial com- 
pany, .quarreled with Hank Lewis of St. 
Louis over property lines and both drew 
revolvers. Each fell in his tracks, shot 
through the heart. 

For fifteen miles the beach is crowded with 
tents, so crowded that work is nearly im- 
possible. Few men are taking out enough 
gold to pay their expenses and fever is 
claiming hundreds owing to bad water and 
lack of drainage. Many are striking to 
Koyukuk, Tanana, and other new districts, 
but the majority of those camped on the 
beach. have not enough coin to stampede and 
have no one to leave in charge of their out- 
fits. 

Any property left without a guard is stolen 
ih an hour’stime. Passengers say that even 
if some claims prove rich there will be suffer- 
ing among those who are porly provided 
with money. They say something should be 
done to prevent any more prospectors going 
into Nome. 


ACCUSES OFFICERS AT NOME. 


Attorney at Gold Beach Says Govern- 
3 Employes Assist in Grab- 


bing Mining Claims. 


Tacoma, Wash., July July 10.—-[Spectal.]—In a 
letter from Cape Nome a prominent attorney 
makes some serious charges. He says one 
of the military officers at St. Michael's has 
used 100 powers-of-attorney in locating 
claims and afterwards used his powers to 
dispossess other claimants; that the United 
States Commissioner holds twenty-five 
claims, and has used the criminal code to 
maintain possession, claimants being placed 
under $30,000 bonds and in default commit- 
ted to jail; that the Deputy United States 
Marshal is half owner of a saloon, and has 
his name above the door; that the North 
American Trading and Transportation com- 
pany and other big corporations sent outa 
party of Swedes, who went on several creeks 
and staked everything from the beginning, 
some of the men recording 400 claims. It is 
claimed that this practice has been general, 
and is a manifest perversion of the mining 
laws.

Decatur, III., July 10.—[{Special. ]—Deter- 
mination to do greater work in the coming 
campaign than ever before was a marked 
feature of the State convention of Republican 
League clubs held in this city today.

saloonkeepers say that in order not to vio- 
late the court’6 decision, and at the same 
time to maintain their saloons, they will 
incorporate the strangest shaped village in 
the United States, They propose to use a 
strip of land a mile wide, and in general 
shape circular, but with projections and 
indentations that make a sigsag strip. All 
this circular strip; when incorporated, will 
be a place in which saloons can be main- 
tained legally. All the vast area within the 
circle will be outside the incorporated vil- 
lage, but the people living there will not 
have to go far in any direction to reach ter- 
ritory in which liquor is sold. This an- 
nouncement was made yesterday by Henry 
Schultz, a saloonkeeper. : 

But the residents of Thornton Village 
threaten to defeat this. The village never 
has been incorporated and a movement has 
been started to incorporate it, extended the 
village line to within one mile of the City 
of Harvey. This would make a village four 
miles long and a mile or so wide. If the 
Thornton villagers’ plan the tem- 
perance people of Harvey say the result will 
be a victory for them, as there would be no 
territory in the Township of Thornton that 
is more than two miles from an incorporated 
village, and therefore under the Harper high 
license law no saloon can be licensed. The 
sentiment in the Village of Thornton Is for 
high license, and their citizens’ action, Har- 
vey people say, would be a blow against the 
saloonkeepers in Harvey's border, against 
whom a fight was made. 

The people of Harvey say, too, that the 
saloonkeepers’ plan to form a town of the 
shape described will be a failure, as they 
will not be able to find a large enough popu- 
lation in the territory. 

Supervisor George Dalton made the motion 
that the board abide by the Supreme Court’s 
decision. It was brought out at the meeting 
that Dr. N. E. Oliver, one of the supervisors, 
had issued four licenses, but these were or- 
dered revoked and the money paid for U- 
censes returned. Dr. Oliver and Supervisor 
De Young voted in favor of license issues. 

The temperance people say that if the H- 
cemses should not be revoked action for con- 
tempt of court will be brought. 

Supervisor Oliver was indignant that the 
Supreme Court should give the decision it 
did. He sald it meant $5,000 in license fees 
to the village. 

“I do not believe the saloonkeepers can 
form this circular village of which there is 
some talk,” said Lucy Page Gaston last 
night. There is not enough population.

His fellow-townsmen thereupon decided to 
celebrate the inauguration of the monu- 
ment with great festivities, the cost of 
which the municipal treasury finances was 
expected to defray. But Mayor Saracco, 
again trembling for the municipal finances. 
got up early one morning at daybreak. and 
with the assistance of a few municipal em- 
ployés, inaugurated the monument before 
the town was asvake.

Now, in his recent 
novel entitled The Resurrection,” he ex- 
pressly denies some of the principal doc- 
trines of that church. He denies the one 
God in three persons, insists that the sec- 
ond person of the trinity was an ordinary 
human being, derides the Holy Sacrament, 
and declares that the church is a mere hu- 
man arrangement, besides distorting and 
finding fault with the gospels... We saw a 
few months ago how the eminent English 
writer and scientist, Dr. Mivart, was ex- 
communicated by Cardinal Vaughan in Eng- 
land for denying certain doctrines of the 
Boman Catholic Church tn his ‘writings, 
while here in the United States the Rev. 
Dr. Briggs was expelled from the Presby- 
terian ministry for denying certain teach- 
ings of the Presbyterian Church. Count 
Tolstoi has merely been subjected to the 
game treatmert as Dr. Briggs and as Dr. 
Mivart—that is to say, he has been deprived 
of the membership of a church to which he 
has until now professed to belong, but the 
teachings of which he derides and denies. 
The excommunication entails no civil dis- 
advantages, and the extent of his punish- 
ment is that he is debarred from the sacra- 
ments, and that if he dies without reconcil- 
ing himself to the church the latter will de- 
cline its ministrations at his deathbed, or 
Ats relisious at his funeral.

Sir Robert devoted his existence 
to the service of the Chinese, having been 
in their employ since 1859, that is to say, for 

-@ period of over forty years, during the 
whole of which time he never had more than 
eighteen months holiday. His services to 
the Chinese were of the most loyal, hofiora- 
ble, and single-minded description, and with 
the true art of an Irishman, he contrived 
to reconcile his duties to the Chinese gov- 
ernment 7 his obligations as a subject 
of Queen Victoria. The extent to which 
the Chinese trusted him is shown by the 
fact that he had the entire customs service 
of the vast neers | under his absolute con- 
i trol, also the Light- 
house department, 
ei land a large fleet of 
revenue cruisers and 
armed steam launch- 
es. Besides this he 
was created a man- 
darin of the highest 
class, and his ances- 
tors enobled back 
for several genera- 
tions. 

The only foreigner 
who was treated with 
anywhere near the 
same respect by the 
Chinese and to whom 
they accorded their 
confidence was Dr. 
William Martin, the 
American ex-mis- 
sfonary, who, until 
his presumed death

along with Sir Robert Hart, held the posi- 
tion of President of the Imperial University 
at Pekin, and who, like Sir Robert was a 
mandarin, though of the second class in- 
stead of the first, the rank held by Sir Rob- 


ert. Dr. Martin's life in China has extended 
over a period of fifty years, and the fact 
that he and Sir Robert Hart should have 
been butchered along with the remainder 
of the Europeans in Pekin shows the utter 
hopelessness of any lasting friendship be- 
tween the white man and the Asiatic, and 
the impossibifity of removing that hatred 
for the foreigner which. sometimes latent, 
at other times openly displayed, seems to 
burn fiercely in the breast of every Oriental. 

M. de Giers, the Russian Minister at Pe- 
kin, was a son of the Chancellor and Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs of Czar Alexander III.. 
and spent many years as first 
of the Russian Embassy in Paris before 
proceeding to China. 

The many friends in this country of Mr. 
Bax Ironside, friends whom he made while 
secretary of the British Embassy at Wash- 
ington and at? Newport, will doubtless 
relieved to hear that he was not at 
Pekin at the time of the massacre, hav- 
ing returned home on leave of absence when 
Sir Claude MacDonald got back from his 
furlough, during which time Bax Ironside 
acted as Chargé d@’Affaires. His duties as 
first secretary after his departure for Eng- 
land were undertaken by the second sec- 
retary, Herbert Dering, second son of Sir 
Henry Dering. now British Minister in 
Mexico, and there is no doubt that he will 
have perished with his chief. 

Sir Robert Hart leaves a widow. who lives 
in London at 38 Cadogan place. The baron- 
etey conferred upon him by the Queen seven 
years ago is inherited by his only son. Edgar. 
His daughter Evelyn is married to William 
Beauclerk, British Consul General at Buda-

The Chicago Real board

It 
adopted recommendations presented by 
Chairman Wyllys W. Baird of the Revenue 
committee, and gave atthority to engage. 
the services of Wilson, Moore & Mollvaine, 
attorneys of the board, in the direction of 
untting in any suits brought for the purpose 
of opposing bonded indebtedness based on 
the full value of property as found by the 
Board of Assessors, or to “* oppose on behalf 
of the Real Estate board any such bond 
issue.” This allows the Revenue committee 
to take the initiative at any time, as well as 
to join in the sult of Bugene H. Fishburn 
against the City of Chicago on the question 
of the right of the municipality to issue 
$2,500,000 bonds to pay off judgments against 
the city and to remove indebtedness incurred 
by the purchase of the pumping station on 
the drainage canal. 


Points in Committee’s Report. 

The report of the Revenue committee fur- 
ther stated: 

At this time we are not prepared to submit 
any tion with reference to the neces- 
sity for an increase of the bonded 1 
ness of the City of Chicago, as by 
resolution introduced by A. B. Halsey, although 
we are of the opinion r restrio-.

Freight Offices of Western Roads Ar- 
range for ee Agencies to Pool 


The general freight agents of leading 
Western roads have formed an arrangement 
for the pooling of business. Joint agencies 
are to be established at Kansas City, Omaha. 
and St. Paul. A joint agent will be placed 
in charge of the traffic at each of these cities. 
H. H. Courtright has been appointed to 
manage the Kansas City office and he is 
in charge of the Omaha office temporarily, in 
addition. The Kansas City office will handle 
traffic for adjoining cities, like St. Joseph, 
Atchison, and Leavenworth. The Omaha 
branch covers Sioux City, Lincoln, and 
Beatrice. St. Paul looks after Duluth, Min- 
neapolis, and other points in the vicinity. 
Permanent agents will be appointed in 
Omaha and St. Paul soon. 


Trunk Makes Transfer. 

A report of the receivers of the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk railway company, filed in 
the United States Circuit Court for the quar- 
ter endi March 31 last, shows receipts 
amounting to $1,214,432 and $938,129 dis- 
bursements; cash on hand amounted to 
$276,302. Receivers E. W. Meddaugh and 
Henry B. Joy of the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk gave notice that the United States 
Court of Michigan has made an order direct- 
ing them to disaffirm the leases by the com- 
pany of the Saginaw & Mackinaw 
railroad.

A special train over the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne 
road feft the Union Depot at noon. A ifincheon 
was served en route. 

At the elevator every opportunity was given for 
@ thorough inspection. The elevator is of steel 
constriction, with floors and bins of wood to 
secure lightness. The big engine in the fireproof 
power-house and the machinery for operating the 
shafts and belting controlling the conveyors were 
particularly admired. The twelve bins in the top 
of the elevator hold 80,000 pounds each, and are 
weighed as easily as a ton of coal on the ordinary 
seales.
